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DOUBLE VICTORY WON 
BY THE FRENCH TROOPS 


The Last Observation Point 
Snatched From Germans 
West of Rheims. 


Grand Headquarters of the French 
Army in France, July 15.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.)—A double victory was 
scored by the French last night among 
the clump of hills known as the Moron- 
villiers massif, to the west of Rheims, 
as a result of well-conceived plans and 
brilliantly executed tactics. The Ger- 
man prisonerg taken numbered several 
hundred, the exact total not being com- 
puted when the correspondent left the 
battlefield, but the greatest significance 
is attached to the ground captured, 
which, although small in extent, pos- 
sesses immense importance, as the Ger- 
mans, by having it snatched from them, 
lost the only remaining observation 
point in this region, and will thus be 
greatly hindered in future operations. 

The hill group consists of

Haut, the Casque and the Teton. Be- 
fore the fight the French held all the

FOR VOCATIONAL EDUCATION. 


In the Georgia general assembly a bill has 
been. introduced, intended to further voca- 
tional education in Georgia in keeping with 
the federal law directed to the same purpose, 
only applying the principle to the nation-at- 
large. 

This is a splendid object, and there is 
no apparent reason why the pending Dill 
should not become law. 

What the federal law is, its purposes and 
its general plan, all is made clear by an 
interview with ex-Congressman Dudley M. 
Hughes, of the twelfth district of Georgia, 
author of the federal bill on the part of the 
national house of representatives, which is 
to be found in another column of this page. 

The pending bill, expressly in compliance 
with the federal law, entails an appropria- 
tion by the Georgia legislature of a round 
sum of $40,000 to match, dollar for dollar, 
a similar amount then to be forthcoming 
from the federal treasury; making in all 
$80,000 available for the promoticn of voca- 
tional training in Georgia for one year. After 
that there are to be nine annual appropria- 
tions on an increasing sliding scale, so that 
each year there will be more and more 
money at the state’s disposal for this pur- 
pose. With the ninth annual appropriation 
the annual sum is to be in a stationary, 
fixed amount—equal to the ninth appropria- 
tion—from the ninth year on indefinitely. 

Certainly Georgia could expend this 
amount of money to no better purpose. | 

Of all the states of the union, there prob- 
ably is not one which, owing to the ¢har- 
acter of Georgia’s population, is more urg- 
ently in need of increased facilities for train- 
ing the youth to labor in the vocations, 
trades and industries. 

And in all likelihood, judging from the 
results thus far accruing from what limited 
vocational and industrial training is now 
being imparted in our various educational 
institutions, the enactment of such a law 
as this will prove an advanced step toward 
the solution of one of the most vexatious 
economic and industrial problems that this 
state has ever had to face. 


SENDING IT BACK. 


One of the things that takes joy out of 
the shopkeeper’s life is the habit so many 
shoppers have—especially the more well-to- 
do shoppers—of ordering merchandise deliv- 
ered on approva!, then “sending it back”’ if it 
happens not to suit. 

A complaint against this practice is said 
to have been lodged with the National Coun- 
cil of Defense, and the council is reported 
now to be striving to evolve some plan 
whereby, for the duration of the war, at 
least, it may be abolished. 

Whatever action is taken or recommenda- 
tions made in the matter will not affect 
Atlanta shoppers or Atlanta merchants, how- 
ever, because what the national council is 
asked to bring about already has been done 
in this city. Indeed, the local merchants 
were pioneers in tabooing the expensive 
“gending-it-back”’ practice, and the patrons 
of the local stores very graciously and very 
patridtically acquiesced in this economy 
measure without a murmur of protest, be 
it said to their credit. 

The council is proceeding upon the eco- 
nomic theory that only the rich can afford 
the high prices necessitated by the returned- 
goods evil—presuming that it costs the store 
twenty-five cents to deliver a parcel, and, 
furthermore, that an appreciable percentage 
of sales are returned—and it contends that 
under the present national stress the country 
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cannot afford to nave even the rich indulge |

Yet the delivery system 
is a modern convenience, and, in normal 
times, not without great merit. 

Opposition to its abolishment may be ex- 
pected—even more determined opposition 
than probably will be manifest to the abolish- 
ment of its companion toll-taker—from house- 
wives who would be compelled to “tote” 
home their purchases, and who probably 
would feel that they were undergoing the 
most cruel of the horrors of war in doing so. 

But war is war, you know, and if endur- 
ance of a few trifling hardships at home will 
help, in-even the slightest degree, to get our 
boys out of the trenches, why should any- 
body complain? Atlanta housewives did 
not; and let those of the. rest of the country 
follow their example.

Despite the state’s “bone-dry” prohibition 
law, and in face of the fact that the federal 
law expressly forbids the transportation of 
intoxicating liquor from “wet” states into 
communities or states where the laws of 
which forbid the manufacture of it, liquor 
is still a menace to the peace and happiness 
of Georgia. 

Hardly a day passes but from one to five 
cases of “drunk” appear on the police court 
docket—the average being about three a day. 

All too frequently men more or less under 
the influence of liquor are seen on the 
streets. 


It too frequently happens that the police 
find alcohol associated with gasoline in con- 
nection with speed law violations, a notable 
instance being the running down of a pedes- 
trian man and woman on Whitehall street 
late Friday night, both victims being criti- 
cally injured. 

And Atlanta is not alone; such violations 
of the state and federal statutes are daily 
reported from various sections of the state. 

The question the decent, law-respecting 
citizens of Georgia would like to have an- 
swered is, where do these disrespectors and 
violators of the law get their liquor? 

Some of it, of course, is illicitly distilled 
within the state, but the major portion of 
it is found to be of outside manufacture. 

State, county and city law-enforcement 
officers are to blame, but not wholly so, 
because these violations have been going on 
without diminution ever since July 1, when 
the federal anti-transportation statute be- 
came effective; thus, whatever blame at- 
taches to state and local authorities must 
be shared by those of the federal govern- 
ment. 

The United States attorney general last 
Friday reiterated in instructions sent to 
United States attorneys throughout the 
country, that “every form of liquor trans- 
portation into dry territory is forbidden, 
whether on the person, by common carrier, 
by private conveyance or in baggage!” 

Now let Uncle Sam’s minions join whole- 
heartedly in the crusade against the blind 
tiger—a parasite that has got to be eradi- 
cated! 

To say that a law like this can’t be 
enforced by a nation that can lick Germany 
is all poppycock!

Before the present legislature met it oc- 
curred to me that no legislature that jias as- 
sembled in this state for many years would 
have such great opportunities for useful leg- 
islation as this legislature would have.

We were actually more 
liberal and more free from prejudice on this 
matter ten or twelve years after the close of 
the war than we are at the present time. 
No wonder our lands are cheap No wonder 
the tide of home-seekers sweevs by us on all 
sides. They have gone into Texas, and they 
are going now into Mississippi and Alabama, 
They are not coming to the state of Geor- 
gia. The reason is, the reason must be, 
that the state of Georgia, as a state, does 
not want them and dves not invite them to 
come. If the present legislature did nothing 
else than to establisn an immigration bu- 
reau with offices in the state capitol, it 
would confer a lasting benefit on the peo- 
ple. There has never been a more oppor- 
tune time than the present. The negroes 
are leaving us and, for my part, I do not 
blame them. In the long run it will be bet- 
ter for them and it will be better for us, if 
we can bring in new people to buy and im- 
prove and cultivate our lands. 

I cannot believe that the present legisla- 
ture will overlook this matter, or that it 
will fail to pass some law that will show to 
the outside world that we want good people 
from every part of this country to come here 
and help us develop the state. Without 
some sort of assistance from the state, the 
efforts of individuals and of the many

Aids Vocational Education 


Hop. Dudley M. Hughes, Danville, Ga., for- 
mer congressman from the twelfth district, 
spent a few days in Atlanta last week work- 
ing among the legislators in the interests of 
vocational education in Georgia, and he is 
particularly urging the enactment of the vo- 
cational education bill now pending in the 
Georgia house of representatives. 

Mr. Hughes is the author on the part of 
the national house of representatives of the 
vocational education bill which was enacted 
into law last February. At the time of that 
law’s enactment Mr. Hughes was chairman 
of the house committee on education, while 
Senator Smith, of Georgia, was chairman of 
the same committee of the senate: and both 
committees collaborated in the drafting of 
the bill. 

Explaining the context and the purposes 
of the law, Mr. Hughes said: 

“This bill was drawn after a great deal 
of thought on the part of the members of 
both the senate and house committees, and 
it was passed by both branches of congress 
almost unanimously. 

“Its fundamental object is to stimulate 
vocational education throughout the United 
States, and if properly employed by the va- 
rious states unquestionably it will result 
in untold benefit. 

“It carries with it an annual appropria- 
tion by the federal government, the appro- 
priation each year to be on a sliding scale 
upward for nine years, when it will remain 
Stationary. The appropriation for 1926 will, 
therefore, be the maximum, the amount be- 
ing $7,200,000; and each year’s appropriation 
is to be pro rated among the various states 
which comply with the law’s provisions. 

State Must “Match Dollars.” 

“Briefly, the main provision any estate has 
got to comply with in order to share in the 
advantages offered by the bill is that requir- 
ing states which would share in the federal 
appropriation to “match dollars” with the 
federal government. In other words, for 
every dollar going to a state from the federal 
treasury under this law, the state has got to 
appropriate a dollar out of its own treasury. 

“The law provides that this money must 
be spent expressly for the teaching of agri- 
culture, for general vocational training in the 
Various trades and industries, such expendi- 
ture to be part by the federal government and 


a 


part by the state. It provides also for part 
payment for the teaching of teachers to 
teach vocational training. 

“The federal appropriation carried by the 
law is pro rated among the states for the 
teaching of agriculture, on the basis of agri- 
cultural population, according to the census 
of 1910; for the teaching of trades and indus- 
tries on the basis of urban population, and 
for the training of vocational teachers, on 
the basis of general population. 

Georgia's Share $40,000. 

“This year’s allotment for Georgia 18 in 
the neighborhood of $40,000, in order to re- 
ceive which Georgia has to appropriate $40,- 
000—thus making a total of $80,000 to be 
made available for vocational education pro- 
motion within this state. 

“Thus far only about nine states have 
taken up vocational education on their own 
account, and it is believed that this federal 
aid law will prove the incentive which will 
bring practically all of them into the voca- 
tional education column. 

“A bill has been introduced in the Geor- 
gia legislature which complies fully with the 
provisions of the federal law, and calling 
for an appropriation of approximately $40,000 
for the first year, and a graduated increased 
appropriation each year thereafter for nine 
years. 

‘lnder the federal law, too, each state 
must designate a state board on vocational 
education, to consist of not less than three 
members. 

“The Georgia bill now pending provides 
for a board of seven members, such board to 
comply with the federal law’s requirement 
that as far as possible all trades and indus- 
tries within the state be represented upon 
its membership. Therefore, this bill pro- 
vides that the board shall be composed of 
the chancellor of the state university, state 
superintendent of schools, a member of the 
board of trustees of the University of Geor- 
gia and a member of the state board of edu- 
cation, as it now exists, all to be ex-officio 
members of the vocational education board; 
and in addition to these the governor is 
required to appoint three members—one a 
representative of the manufacturing inter- 
ests of the state, another representing the 
agricultural interests and the third a repre- 
sentative of labor.”

NEGRO PASTOR TELLS 
HOW TO STOP EXODUS 
OF RACE FROM DIXIE 


Rev. H. H. Proctor gave the third of his 
series of sermons on problems growing out 
of the war last night at the First Congre- 
gational church, colored, dealing particular- 
ly with the negro exodus from the south 
to the north. After giving the social basis 
of the movement he told what the white peo- 
ple could do to arrest the movement and 
what negroes could do to secure here what 
they seek by emigration. 

“In a word,” he said, ‘“‘the negro is seek- 
ing a man’s wage and a man’s treatment. 
Here the black man man’s 
penses but too often a black man's income. 
In matters of public concern, he too often 
has a black man’s opportunities with a white 
man’s responsibilities. To arrest this migra- 
tory movement, let the white give the black 
simply a square deal, based on the golden 
rule.

“The way the negro can get here what he 
seeks elsewhere is by commanding it by that 
intrinsic worth from which there can be no 
appeal. Let him co-operate with the white 
man in everything that is good, and thereby 
show that nothing that is common to man 
is foreign to him. The relationship of the 
races has been greatly advanced by their 
co-operation-in the recent uplift movements 
in this city. 

“The most hopeful single thing in the re- 
lation between the races in the south has 
been all too little emphasized, and that is 
their common religious life. But races are 
religious, and this is the common denomina- 
tor to the solution of the problem of the 
races. On the common platform of the 
golden rule both races can stand and build 
here in the south a truly noble Civilization.”

THE CRIME OF BEING STOUT. 

Before establishing censorship of the 
press the government should make acquired 
obesity a misdemeanor punishable by fine 
and imprisonment at hard labor. There are 
actually many people who imagine that to 
be moderately fat is a sign of health. Here 
the women, bless them, still maintain a fair 
Sense of perspective and behold with chagrin 
the coming of stoutness—when it comes to 
them personally. Yet these same women too 
often display a half-concealed admiration for 
about 15 per cent of obesity in a husband 
Or prospective h Acquired obesity is 
getting altogether too popular. 

Ignorance, self-indulgence, 
example and a weak will 
causes of every-day obesity. 

Gray matter is or less essential to 
enable a man or woman who is growing too 
Stout to realize the predicament and adopt 
scientific measures of prevention. If it 
were rstood that even a mod- 
erate over the normal 
serves to diminish efficiency and shorten life, 
few people would deliberately grow stout. 

AS been reiterated time and again, 
the weight of the bi primarily deter- 
mined by the quantity of food consumed. It 
requires some slight degree of character for 
a stout person to make up his mind as to 
that. Hlis appetite and its indulgence give 
him so much pleasure that he hates to think 
of practicing self-denial, at least while he is 
feeling so well. And this is one of the mis- 
fortunes of early obesity—the victim feels 
pretty well for a long while, barring occa- 
sional “biliousness” and a wee trifle of short- 
ness of breath on exertion. He scarcely sus- 
that physical condition is not all 
right unless he is lucky enough to submit to 
a thorough physical examination, such as a 
life insurance company requires from an ap- 
Plicant for a ten thousand dollar policy.

Sun Baths Difticult to Manage.

ANSW'iR—A tuberculous patient can 
scarcely take sun baths without Skilled 
medical supervision. The thing may be eas- 
ily overdone, to the patient’s injury. Bette: 
leave it to your doctor to direct how much 
of the naked body, what part, how long and 
how frequently exposed to the direct sun- 
light. The treatment is used in cases com- 
plicated by tuberculosis of the lung, and with 
excellent results. It must be a very gentle, 
brief exposure at first, and of only a small 
area, such as the legs from knees down. it 
takes Several weeks of gradually increasing 
exposure to reach the puoint where the pa- 
tient can endure a practically complete bath 
of an hour or two.

GORGAS FAVORS SOUTH. 
FOR TRAINING CAMPS 


Surgeon General Replies to 
the Protests of Northern 
Congressmen. 


By John Corrigan, Jr. 

Washington, July 15.—(Special.)—In 
reply to protests of Senator Weeks and 
other northern congressmen over the 
location of army cantonments, mainly 
in the south, Surgeon General Gorgas, 
whose department is charged with con- 
serving the health of the American sol- 
idier, issues a statement today, giving 
the pegtfectly obvious reasons for the 
selection of southern points. 
| A minimum of rainfall in winter, a 
;Climate which will permit. sleeping 
| quarters to be open, even in the sever- 
'est weather, thus lessening physical 
discomtorts and permitting outdoor 
work and recreation at almost all 
times, are the principal advantages 
pointed out by Major General Gorgas. 

“IT am strongly in favor of sites in 
the south for training camps, because 
otf health advantages to the men,” said 
,General Gorgas. “The outstanding fact 
is that men trained in the south will 
have weather conditions permitting 
their being out of doors practically all 
of every day. In certain regions, wise- 
ly chosen for our national guard camps, 
rain is scarce in

| tion. 
“There is, of course, a military ad-

New York, July 15.—The most inter- 
esting development in the steel indus- 
try is the pushing of the government 
program for the building of ship and 
railroad equipment, which will require 
approximately 2,000,000 tons of steel 
s, plates and shapes. According to

builders. It is estimated that 800,000 
tons of steel will be needed for cars 
and 400,000 tons for locomotives. 

The announcement that the emer~- 
gency fleet corporation will have two 
shipbuilding plants constructed for the 
zovernment, to be utilized for the build- 
ing of 400 fabricated steel ships, means 
to the steel trade that the shipways will 
probably require 12,000 tons of struc- 
tural steel, and that the building of the 
boats will require about 800,000 tons 
of steel plates and shapes. . 

The placing of larger railroad equip- 
ment orders has been an encouragin 
development, indicating that the stee 
companies are prepared to meet com- 
mercial as well as government require- 
ments. 

The American Steel and Wire com- 
pany has notified customers that here- 
after only reasonable profits will be 
permitted on wire nails and other wire 
products. Independent wire manufact- 
urers are expected to reduce prices to 
the level at which government con- 
tracts are being filled. 

The United States Steel corporation’s 
June statement indicates that orders 
taken by the subsidiary companies laat 
month, were only 745,000 tons, based 
upon shipments of 1,250,000 tons. The

TRADING INCREASES, 
BUT VALUES FALL 


Uncertainty Respecting 


Government Attitude and 
Peace Rumors Caused Last 
Week’s Decline, Particu- 
larly in War Stocks. 


New York, July 15.—Uncertainty re- 


specting the attitude of the federal au- 
thorities toward the country's leading 
industries, recurrence of high call 
money rates after a week of ease, peace 
reports of a varied and persistent char- 
acter, and signs of a partial check in 
important branches of trade furnished 
the short interest in the stock market 
with plenty of ammunition during the 
week. 

The agreement between government 
officials and steel manufacturers was 
regarded as provisional at best, but the 
terms accepted by the producers were 
in themselves taken as an indication 
that the government intends to restrict } 
profits to moderate proportions, 

Trading in stocks was on a larger and 
broader basis, but the expansion was 
effected almost entirely at the expense 
of values. War shares suffered the 
greatest shrinkage and specialties also 
were unsettled. 

Growing realization of the advan- 
tages accruing to the transportation 
companies from recent rate decisions 
and the more promising crop outlook 
were of distinct benefit to railroad 
shares. Steamship stocks were unaffect- 
ed by the president’s allusion to pre- 
vailing high ocean freight rates. 

Sentiment was undoubtedly affected 
by the steady attrition in the price of 
Liberty bonds, which fell to 99 38-590 
for regular lots, and as low as 99 for 
an off-lot. 

Remittances to foreign centers were 
less favorable to this market, sterling 
advancing slightly over its fixed quota- 
tions of many months, with a stiffen- 
ing of francs, rubles and lires.
